In the vicinity of Douaumont 
th e re was heavy arti llery fighting. Un­ 
successful G e rm a n raids were u n d e r ­ 
taken in the Vosges. 
In th eir repeate d a t ta c k s on Fort 
Vaux the G erm a ns nre hurling forward 
their infantry in m a sses so compact 
that the ti rat r a n k s are obliged to ad 
Vance to certain death. 
T h e assault 
lug columns debouch from the village 
of Damloup. which is below the fort 
and 
seperated 
from 
it by a ravine 
which they are obliged to cross to at 
tain the scopes n ear the front. 
For 
th re e days this spot 
has been 
the 
scene of c a rn a g e which has saturate d 
th e ground with blood. 
O n e G erm an column advanced no 
farth e r than the bottom of the ravine. 
T h e front ranks, pushed on by those 
behind, fell as fast as they reached 
th e dead line swept 
by the French 
quick 
firers. 
Ab thev 
toppled over 
others came on to take th eir place 
and fall In turn. 
F rench officers who have returned 
from the Verdun front, although hard 
w < l to the wuraL f i g h t s of war, de 
clare 
the butchery th e re surpassed 
imagination. 
The G erm an s at Verdun, centered 
their attack s south of Fort de Douau 
mont. 
Between Fort de Vaux and F o rt cl* 
m niaum ont th ey m ade som e progress, 
pushing down a ravine to th e Bois 
Fumin, northw est of Fort de Vaux. To 
the east and south thev have already 
entered the village of Damloup, aud 
the line from Fort de Vaux to Dam 
loup was subjected to a severe horn 
bardment. 
On 
the west 
hank 
of th e 
Meuse 
th ere has been an in tense bom bard 
ment of the F re n ch punitions at HIH 
304. 
D espatches from British h ea dquar 
tors in F ra nce under S aturday's date, 
say that around tamous I HH 60 and 
S anctuary wood the C an ad ian s have 
been doing the stiffest fighting of their 
experience In th e course of the pre 
vious two days* aition. 
They have 
held the entire front attacked, and, 
unless the fighting spreads, this is 
entirely their battle.

The Germans* guns had been rela 
lively quiet for several days, when 
they suddenly opened up die heaviest 
b o m bardm ent any Canadian 
veteran 
has known, using all kinds of guns 
from heavy horwltzers to trench moi* 
tars, not only battering the trenches, 
but covering a wide area of ground In 
the rear to prevent the bringing up 
of supports. 
“ But It was not this time as In the 
earlier battles on he Ypres salient, 
when 
the G erm a n s threw 
th re e or 
four shelss to one,’* said an officer 
‘ The British guns returned equal vol 
limos on th e G erm a n s after they were 
in our trenches.’’ 
F a d e r support of gunfire th e Cana 
dlan battalions, which include many 
\meri< ans, immediate!} turned on th* 
G e rm a n s in a series of c ounter at 
tacks.

th ro u g h o u t the 
night and were engaged all Saturday 
doggedly bombing their way hack to
